John McNulty recalled, said five,

Two men gave evidence of identifi- 
cation of Tittley and Thepot. 

William Roberts, miner, said he ar- 
rived at the mine at 11.80 on Sat- 
urday night, and it was then ablaze 
He had ‘been working in the mine un- 
til tive o‘clock. He had been  em- 
ployed there since October last. A- 
bout one o‘clock Sunday morning he 
went down the shaft accompanied by 
Martin. The witness detailed what 
they found his story differing fromm | 
Martin’s only in a few particilars. | 
Hardy was %itting with his back a- 
against a pit prop and with a rey 


in his hand, Witness took the can- 
dle away and commenced rubbing his! 
hand. Then he carried Hardy to 
the shaft bottom and he was taken! 
up, The air shaft went straight’ 
down and was timbered all the way, 


and the ladder went straight down. 
Previous to finding Hardy’s body 
they had come across’ two loaded 


cars  qesides the things spoken of 
by Martin. There were four bodies 
in the heap at the foot of the shaft. 
Witness had been a miner for thir- 
teen years. ‘He had seen mine exits 
as close when there were three 
exits and almost as close when there 
were two. He wanted to go down 
half an hour before he was allowed 
to do so, but was prevented by the 
firemen and Constable Harris. 


Dr. Greene said that along with 
Drs. McIntyre and Hotson he tried 
to revive Hardy by artificial res- 


piration, but after continuing for an 
hour and a half they gave up as 
life was absolutely extinct. Death 
was due to asphyxiation, There 
was no sign of external injury except 
an abrasion on the nose which might 
have been post mortem and caused 
in bringing the body up the _ shaft, | 
The witness was called to see Lamb, 
who was severely burnt in the trunk, 
face and eftremities, He heard 
Lamb say he went down the 


mine, 
He was quite conscious of his Sore 
dition and surroundings and stated | 


his opinion as to the fate of the other | 
miners, saying that they would be | 
suffocated. 

Dr. McIntyre deposed that he was' 
present when Hardy was raised to 
the surface. Hardy was carried onj; 
a stretcher to the ambulance. After | 
working on him an hour and a half, 
they noticed that rigor mortis was 
setting in and stopped. His ap- 
pearance was that of a man who 
was asphyxiated, He had bright pink 
spots on his cheeks which indicated 
asphyxiation ‘by carbon @ioxide. | 
Witness could not say how long Har-| 
dy had been dead when brought up, ! 
Witness touched his hand, which was 
cokler than the surroundings, and 
he supposed it had accidentally got 
wet in coming up the shaft, 

Charles Williams, assistant ‘bopk- 
keeper at the mine, said he saw all 
the men except Harrington going 
down, The number of men employed 
was generally not more than sixteen 
or eighteen, but he would not swear 
positively that it had not reached 
twenty. There were four plans in 
the office on Saturday night. One 
was a recent one, but the others were 
older and all different. It was pos- 
sible for the inspector of mines to 
visit the mine without witness see- 
ing him, The inspector had visited | 
the mine about three months ago, he 
thought, and had then gone below. | 

Norman Fraser, provincial govern- 
ment mine inspector, Edmonton, said | 
he inspected the mine at the end of! 
January or beginning of February, ! 
Asked as to his qualifications, the 
witness explained that he had a pro-, 
vincial first class mine certificate for 
Alberta. He had had six years coal 
mining experience in Midlothian, 
Scotland, two years in Derbyshire, 
Pngland, two years in the Crow’s 
Nest Pass and one year in Sasket- 
chewan, He has previously examined 


this mine im November or December. 
He had warned Dunn, the former pit 
boss, that he must not on any = ac- 
count work with more than twenty 
He did not see the books to 
satisfy himself that mot more than 2( 
men were working. There was @ 
distance of 30 feet between the 
shafts, Asked as to the number of 
mines he had under his supervision, 
he said 180, and added that this 
has one of the best in Alberta, He 
had made several complaints follow- 
ing on his examinations—always to 
the pit boss, He had never brought 
anything to the notice of anyone else

Houde Murder 
Trial. 


The Houde murder trial was re- 
sited yesterday afternoon at the Su- 
preme Court in Edmonton, Several 
witnesses were called but nothing of 


impartance developed. The most 
jimportance developed.

noon. Pepper was rather dense on 
some particulars of importance and 
the defense spent considerable time 
‘trying to jog his memory pout with- 
out much success, 

Some testimony of little signifi- 
cance occupied the attention of the 
jcourt ‘for a short time when Jr. 
Braithwaite gave evidence of profes- 
sional value as did also Mr, Fargu- 
harson, who testified that he, with 
Dr. Barrow performed a post mortem 
examination on the body of Geo. 
Wood, He found a V shaped wound 
at the back of Wood’s head. ‘The 
wound was deepest at the apex of 
the V. A portion of the skull 
exhibited to the jury and it was de- 
monstrated where the fatal blew 
was struck and how it caused his 
death. Dr, Farquharson gave it as 


heous, caused by compression of the 
brain, the blow having been struck 
likely by some blunt instrument. 

Dr. Barrow was called and verified 
Dr, Farquharson’s testimony. 

Nelson Gray, who lives in the nei- 
ghiborhood of Wood’s shack testified 
that on the night of April fourth he 
came home and found the prisoner in 
his (Gray’s) bed, and asked him if 


answered that he hoped that he had 
done no harm, The witness stated 
prisoner appeared rather dissipated 
but could not say he was very drunk, 
Houde after rubbing his face several 
times, put om his boots and left the 
shack, 

gave testimony. He found Houde 
on the night of the murder leaning 
against the side of John Paysant’s 
house. The prisoner said he must 
be pretty drunk and confessed to 
having been in the coal bin for some 
little time. It was half past nine 
o‘clock as well as he could judge. 
Witness took prisoner home, whu 
seemod to be unable ai first to tell 
where his shack was situated. 

James A. Henry was acting as 
night clerk at the Alberta Hotel 
on the night of April fourth, He re- 
membered having seen Houde on the 
evening of the fourth of April or 
rather early in the morning of the 
fifth. Houde sat down and later 
went out with a Chas. Marchand, 
a guest of the hotel, 
hour they came back. Marchand 
went to bed and Houde went home. 
The prisoner seemed at the time to 
be intoxicated. 

William Pepper gave evidence that 
on the morning of April 5th he, ac- 
companied by William Parks ‘went 
over to the Queens Hotel and there 
met Houde, Witness made remarks 
about scratches on Houde’s 
Houde made some remarks about 
having been in trouble with Geo. 
Woods and that he (Woods) was 
drunk, but all right. Houde seemed 
to avoid the subject and immediately 
left the room. Led on by suspi- 
cions, Peacock,” Parks and witness 
went over to Wood’s shack and found 
Geo. Woods lying on the floor. He 
appeared to be dead or unconscious. 
Witmess immediately notified the po- 


lice, That afternoon he and Pea- 
cock were arrested. Parks would 
have been arrested had he’ been 


found, The witness seemed to 
have a vague memory of some ques- 
tions put to him. His evidence on 
some particulars of the case was 
confusing and conflicted somewhat 
with that given at the preliminary 
trial,

of the fire in the Strathcona Coal 
Company’s mine on’ Saturday night, 
June Sth, 1907,

THE FUNERAL 

The funeral of the six victims of 
| Saturday night’s tragedy ,at Walter's 
|mine, took place this morning. The 
|remains of Geo. Lamb, Joseph Har- 
}dy, P. J. Harrington, J.T, Tittley 
}aund William McLellan were taken to 
; Strathcona cemetery. The funeral 
| Recvace was conducted by Rev. W.R. 
| George, and the remains;were escort 
ed to the grave by the Sons of .Wng- 
land of Strathcona and BPdmonton. 

‘The funeral service of Francis  The- 
pot took place from St, Anthony’s 
church, from whence the remains were 
borne to the place where the other 
service had been conducted and at its 
close the two corteges proceedvd on 
| the way together until Rosedalhs Ave. 
| was reached, where thsy divided. The 
| remains of Thepot ‘being conveyed t« 
|} the Roman Catholic cemetery and 
| the remainder of the procession con- 
| iinued on to Strathcona Protestant 
Cemetery, Father Jan accompan , 
the remains of ‘Thepot and continued 
| the service at the grave, while Rev, 
| W. R, George performed — the sad 
| rites over the other five at their last 
| resting place. The cortege was the 
| largest ever— seen in the city and 
reached nearly a mile in length. 

The Rev. W. R. George during the 
open air service at Wainwright’s um- 
dertaking rooms delivered a most im- 
pressive addxgss in which he referred 
in feeling terms to the terrible na- 
ture of the catastrophe which caused 
their demise. He spoke pathetically 
of their domestic ties, their untimely 
deaths far from home and friends, the 
loved ones left behind, and deduced 
from the circumstances the powerful 
plea for preparation for the Final] 
Call of Death which must come to 
all. He urged the young men pre- 
sent to set their temporal affairs in 
order, for he had learned from bitter 
experience that neglect of business 
affairs had cost the relatives of de- 
ceased friends great trouble and 
sometimes costly litigation, and he 
urged upon them especially, while 
arranging their earthly affairs not 
to neglect to make their Heavenly 
Calling and election sure. He point- 
ed out that while the human under- 
standing cannot grasp the meaning of 
God’s visitations, yet they are all 
founded in Love. He deplored harsh 
feeling against any obe as a_ result 
of the unfortunate accident and only 


hoped that such steps might be ta. 
ken as would prevent its recurrence. 
Che service was an impressive one 
throughout® and there were maby 
teur dimmed eyes jn the large crawd 
at its close, 

The funeral arrangements were un- 
der the direction of Dr. J. OC. Wain- 
wright, V. S., and considering that 
the circumstances demanded two fun- 
erals to be conducted at once under | 
diff¢rent auspices, the freedom from | 
confusion and quiet effectiveness with 
which the arrangements were carried 
out, is deserving of the highest 
praise and was the subject of much | 
favorable comment, | 

The plan was to have the remains | 
of Francois Thepot escorted by the 
Strathcona Brass Band, under _ the | 
ieadership of Fred Richards, and the 
Sons of Emgland from R. Wain- | 
wright’s undertaking rooms to St. ! 
Anthony’s church, and after the  ser- 
vice escorted back to Main Street at | 
the time of closing the service over | 
the remains of the other five unfor- 
tunate miners, so that the two pro- 
cessions of mourners might continue 
| and proceed toward the cemeteries. | 

So was the plan carried cut that 
when the Band and the mourners 
trom St. Anthony’s church turned 
on to Main Street, Rev. W. R. 
George was pronouncing the benedic- 
| tion, and not a hitch or jar marked 
| the proceedings from beginning to 


end, 
| Every coflin was covered with cut 
| lowers, the gift of the Sons of Eng-| 
| land of the sister cities and John 
Walters, and a wreath was carried ont 
each casket and during the funeral | 
service placed on the graves. | 

The caskets were uniform in size 
and trimming and vhe five graves of 
the English mimers in Strathcona ce- 
inetery are on the East side of the 
hill, overlooking a wide plateau on 
whieh, two miles away, is situate: 
the Roman Catholic Cemetery, where 
repose the remains of Thepot, who 
was their companion in life and in 
death, and who with them awaits the
